Lambast Foe 
On 2 Fronts

Biff British bombers rained destruction Ufwrn Berlin last 
ni^ht for the second time in a row in raids which gave the 
Nazi capital its worst week-end of the war and made two 
German aerial counter-thrusts at London seem puny by 
comparison. 
And as the Germans counted their dead and viewed their 
ruins, the Allies pounded primly on with land offensives which 
shook the Axis positions in North Africa and southern Russia. 
( rack Rommers Defenses 
Hard on the heels of retreating Axis forces in Africa, the 
British Eighth army was reported within IOO miles of Tripoli 
in a new drive which cracked Marshal Rommel’s defenses 
again and threatened to by-pass his next coastal strongpoints. 
The Red Army closed in on Rostov from three sides and 
were reported 118 miles from Kharkov, the all-important 
Donets valley base in the Ukraine from which the Germans 
launched their whole 1942 summer and fall drive into the 
Don bend and the Caucasus. 
In North Africa, the British headquarters at Cairo said 
the Eighth Army, still advancing in contact with the enemy, 
had reached the vicinity of Beni Ulid, more than 80 miles be­ 
yond Beurat El Hsun where Rommel’s line was Uroken on its 
entire front in a two-day battle late last week. 
Short Cut To Tripoli 
Beni Ulid is nearly IOO miles inland from the coast and 
about the same distance from Tripoli. Thus it appeared that 
the British were driving on a straight line across the Tripoli- 
tanian “hump,” taking the shortest route to Tripoli. 
The advance cut the distance between the Eighth Army 
and the Allies in Tunisia to less than IOO miles, with Fighting 
j French forces from the south closing in apace to keep the 
pressure on Marshal Rommel and Gen. Walther Nehring from 
three sides.

items which are specifically exempt 
from the income tax and need not be 
reported as income in the taxpayer’s 
return.

The newly invented 
‘ electro magnetic'* telegraph was in operation in 
a dozen or more c ities and in addition American 
newspapers employed pigeons, ponies and bouts 
to speed the news of the fighting at Monterey, 
Vera Cruz, Buena Vista and M exico City. 
A New York newspaper offered $ 5 0 0 an 
hour for every hour that a pigeon could deliver 
the news ahead of its rivals. I wo others set up a 
dispatch system using “ 6 0 blooded horses 
to 
cover the 2 0 0 0 m iles to the Mexican front. Often, 
riders weje ambushed by Mexican guerrillas. Fast 


boats equipped with composing rooms were sent 


out to meet the slower steamers. Large sums w en 


spent to get news heats. 
Yet the news arrived weeks late. It had to 


move by boat across the Gulf of M exico and 


thence by pony express across the hostile southern 


plains before it reached the telegraph at R ich­ 


mond. A “ bulletin” on the victory at Buena Vista 


arrived in the east fully five weeks after the battle, 


moreover, such coverage proved costly. 
So it was that the first real cooperative news 


gathering organization was formed. It was called 


Hie Associated Press. 
America was to learn to look for Associated 


Press news thereafter.
